To Lomitans

The workings of. the Local
Agency Formation Commission
which has been set up in the
county to pass on incorpora-
tion and annexation proposals
will be explained to Lomita
area residents and property
owners Tuesday evening, ac-
cording to May W. Ross, sec-
retary of the Committee Op-
posing Incorporation of the
Lomita Civic League.

Schmidt added that ‘in gen-
eral terms, the Commission's
objective is to cure some very
specific ills that are common
to all metropolitan areas.”

admitted to the United States
temporarily do not need to file
the reports,
